Dear Sir, 

I have ordered a copy of my book to be sent 
to you from London. In chapter LVI you will 
find what I have said about the Saint of Benares 
and of Mina Bahadur Rana. All that I have said 
about the latter I could also have said about the 
former. I think of nothing more to say, at the 
moment. 
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Except to add a comment. You ask about 
miracles. Do you mean did I se(‘ any mirarlrs 
performed ? No—in the common meanin'n of 
that word I have never seen one. And y<'t in a 
higher sense I have witnessed a miracle. When a 
rich man acts as our Saviour commanded, and does 
actually give away all his property and forsake low 
things for high, that is to me a miracle, I recog¬ 
nize it as such and it commands all my reverence. 
This miracle is required of every well-to-do Chris¬ 
tian. He must make a beggar of himself. * * 

Christian anchorites used to go out into thc^ 
desert and live chance and charity. If ther(' wa.^ 
a man among them who forsook wealth to do it, 
his act was a mir-vcle, to my mind. It is the most 
difficult ‘-acrifice that is pos'^ihle to our human 
nature. Christ knew this when he said it; stiil he 
said it. It is for us to get around it if we can. 

Thi s is the miracle which I have seen, as above 
referred to. I saw it in Benares. I have not seen 
another instance. Religious millionaires (T all 
sects and races give latgcly to the poor and to 
churches, but there is nothing miraculous about 
that. X would do it myself if I were a millionaire. 
It is hot entitled to reverence. We think no groat 
things of a .shifty ostensible bankrupt who pays 
ten per cent of his honest debt and keeps the rest.
